Warren M. Farrington Goes to 


PARENT SHIELDED HIM LONG. 


Sees ‘‘One More Chance” for’ Young 
Man’s Reform, in Prison. 


‘Bowing to the majesty of the law, and still 
hoping against hope, C. W. Farrington gave 
up his own son. The father had shielded 
the young man for years. He had come be- 
tween him and punishment again and again. 
He had pleaded before judges and given 
them his pledge that his son should trans- 
gress no more. : 

And the son went his way, unmindful of 
the father. The end came on Saturday when 
the elder Mr. Farrington kept his pledge. 
He sent word to the sheriff at Kalamazoo, 
Mich., that he should come and take the 
young man. Warren M. Farrington, the 
son, is now a prisoner in the Michigan city 
on the charge of forgery. 

C. W. Farrington is a publisher, living at 
807 Vincennes avenue. His son is 81 years 
old. His forgeries, it is said, have cost his 
father $10,000 during the course of a few 
years. Finally he married three years ago, 
and his parents hoped he would leave his 
viclous habits and companions. He did ap- 
pear to reform and hopes were strong that 
the past had been put behind him. 


Son Wanders Away Again. 

A baby was born, and the young wife died. 
The infant wae taken home by its grandpar- 
ents, who centered their affection upon it. 
For again their son took to his former asso- 
cilates and habits. He was arrested at Coro- 
na, Mich., charged with forgery, and his 
father and the latter’sattorney, Luther Laf- 
lin Mills, hastened to his defense. 

* He is a good boy at heart,” said the father. 
“ Give him one morechance, I hope to make 
a good man of him. One more chance.” 

The judge was moved by the plea and re- 
leased Warren Farrington, his father promis- 
ing to be responsible for his good conduct. 
Within a week the young man was in the old 
life, all else apparently forgotten. He wore 
@ new overcoat, given him by his parents, 
Three times within a week did he pawn the 
coat, it is said, and as many times did the 
father redeem it and, tearfully, hoping with 
a father’s love, give it back to his boy. 


Latest Forgery Charge. 

Then came the latest forgery charge. 
Young Farrington gave two checks to Kala- 
mazoo tradesmen on Chicago banks. One 
bore the signature of Edward F. Sutton, the 
other that of Edward Jessup. The total 
amount was $22. They were presented in 
July and in a few days the Michigan deal- 
ers were told they had been made the vic- 
tim of a forger. 

But the father was not ready to give his 
boy up yet. “* One mrore chance,”’ he thought, 
“and perhaps he will reform.” Young Far- 
rington was arrested, but his father pro- 


tected the merchants and wgain gave his word 


to the judge that his son should sin no more. 
But this time the pledge was stronger. 


Last “One More Chance.” 

The court yielded and the young man got 
his “one more chance "—his last. The son 
came to Chicago with his father, and the 
Kdlamazoo authorities heard no more of 
them until last week. Then this notice 
reached them by mall: 

“ My son haz stolen silverware and articles 
of clothing from my house and has pawned 
them for drink. Come and get him.” 

Deputy Sheriff McElroy arrived in Chicago 
on Saturday and went to the Farrington res- 


idence. The father had decided on tiie last

Mother Pleads for Son. 

“ O, you @re not going to arrest him,” she 
cried. 

“It is the only thing we éan do for our boy, 
mamma,’ said the father, turning away and 
wiping his eyes. ‘‘ Let him go.” 

* You have turned against him,”’ she wailed. 
“You have forgotten your father’s love for 
your child. Officer,” she continued, facing 
the deputy, “ don’t you dare take Warren or 
I'll shoot you. You don’t know his little 
girl,” and she collapsed, sinking on a chair 
and crying. 

The sheriff put handduffs on his prisoner, 
but the mother roused herself to try to keep 
him from taking her son from the house. 
It wasin vain. A carriage was called and the 
officer of the law and the young man were 
driven away. They went directly to Kala- 
mazoo, where Farrington now facesa prison 
sentence. 

“Only Thing Left for Me.”’ 

“It was the only thing left for me,” said the 
elder Mr. Farrington yesterday. “J have 
tried to keep the fact to myself. I would not 
admit it to the world, but the world would 
find it out. Warren isa bad boy. He is just 
the same now that he was when I saved him 
from a cell the first time. It is because I 
love him that I have permitted the law to take 
its course. 

“Perhaps,” he said, sadly, with dry eyes 
and sighing, “‘ perhaps a few years in the 
penitentiary may make a man of him, There 
is just one hope.” 

Drink, evil companions, and cigarets are 
blamed for the man’s downfall. His mother, 
whose heart still yearns for him, found ex- 
cuses to the last. 

“He has had so much trouble,” she said. 
“ He lost his wife, and sorrow Like that is like- 
ly to drive any one to drink. If he could be 
given one more chance—only one more chance 
—I believe he would turn out well. 

“It isn’t for ourselves only that we want 
him to do better. O, no. It is for the sake of 
the little girl. “He must love his baby.”

Sinking Ship Appeals for Aid. 


from Land 42 Miles Away. 


| ¥OURTEEN LIVES IN PERLL. 


Frantic Messages Tell of Helplessness 
of Rescue Vessel. 


Newport, R. I., Dec. 10.—For the first time 
in history a sinking ship, far out at sea, to- 
day appealed for aid from land by wireless 
telegraphy. 

The Nantucket south shoal lightship No. 
58, chained at its station forty-two miles 
out In the north Atlantic, sprung a leak in 
the fire compartment during the forenoon: 
All day frantic messages begging for re- 
lief have been coming Into the naval sta- 
tion here. The growing peril and the prog- 


ress of the fight were reported step by step. 


‘ The first sald the vessel was helplesa, and 
each succeeding one gave less hope. The 
ship was declared to be plunging about in 
the worst storm’ of the season. Communi- 
cation was cut off at 8:30 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon. Fourteen men are in peril. ~ 


Last Messages Give Little Hope. 

At 8 e’clock it was announced that the 
leak was geining, that the fireroom was 
flooded, and that the ship would have to be 
towed in. The commander thought it possi- 
ble that he could keep afloat until help ar- 
rived. 

Half.an hour later he had given up hope. 
The last word was; 

“ Water gaining; we are helpless.”’ 

The lightship is commanded by Capt. Jor- 
genson of Dennis, Mass., and carries a\crew 
of two engineers and eight other men. There 
also are three wireless operators attached 
to the navy on board. They are Russe! Fur- 
banks, chief electrician; Charles Blanken- 
ship, electrician of ihe first class; and Will- 
iam ‘E. Snyder, electrician of the second 
class. The first officer is George Acorn of 
Boston, the first engineer Stephen Davis of 
Fair Haven, Mass., and the second engineer 
John Lubby of Newport. 

The United States lighthouse tender Azalea 
sailed from New Bedford, Mass., to the 
rescue at 7:30tonight. It will not arrive until 
some time in the early morning. It is feared 
that it will be too late. 


May Weather the Storm. 

But as the lightship, which is a relief ves- 
sel and went on the station only five daysago, 
is equipped with five water tight compart- 

nts, Mghthouse officials hope that it will 
apes rvive the gale which is backing into the 
northwest. 

They say that with but one compartment 
filled the ship should remain-afioat for a con- 
siderable time. There is hope also in the 
shifting of the wind, which hasa tendency to 
smooth the sea. 

The first efforts to sendassistance out from 
here proved futile. As the sea was heavy off 
shore and none but the stoutest vessels could 
be used, it was found that the gunboat Hist 
was the only one available in port here, Just 
as it was about to leave this afternoon its 
steering gear gave out. 

The disabled lightship has been for many 
years the turning point of steamers bound to 
and from Liverpool and New York and with- 
in the last four or five years has been 


equipped with wireless telegraphy apparatus. ° 


Many Vessels in Distress. 

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 10.—Today has been 
strenuous for the life saving crews at the 
Kittyhawk, Kill Devil, and Nag’s Head sta- 
tions. The first two battied against a terrific 
sea for several hours in an effort to reach the 
stranded steamship Aragon, and finally suc- 
ceeded in shooting a line across the vessel's 
decks. After this the entire crew of twenty- 


one men were brought safely to shore in the

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IN HARBIN MUTINY 


Details of Revolt of Russian 
Troops Show Excesses and 
Wildest Confusion. 


MOB SETS CITY ON FIRE., 


Defiance of Laws of Peace and 
War by Mutineers; Many 
Slain, Others Starve. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

‘LONDON, Dec. 11, 3 a. m.—The Tokio cor- 
respondent _o of the Telegraph forwards a dis- 
patch giving the details of the mutiny of the 
Russian Manchurian army. It seems the 
postal and telegraph officials at Harbin for 
a long time destroyed all messages coming 
from Russia to the officers and men, 

For two or three months the men were not 
paid. Winter clothing and supplies were 
scanty and famine seemed imminent. Pro- 
tests were ignored. 
sent the Siberian frontier troops home first,

the hardships of war. The storm then broke | 


from end@ to end of the Manchurian army. 
No longer were any attempts made to conceal 
the spirit of mutiny and plots were formed 
against high officers.

Harbin as a center, secret gatherings have | 


been held. Men openly deserted the barracks 
and camps. 


Eventually they sent @ strongly | 


worded circular demanding redress of their | 


wrongs. 


The laws of discipline were setat | 


defiance, officers were ridiculed and orders ° 


disobeyed. Detachments from the front lines 


left their posts and wandered in bands about | 


the country, looting and plundering like 
highwaymen. Farmers were robbed. Many 
who were bereft of food and clothing starved 
to death in the bitter Manchurian winter. 
Thousands of deserters flowed daily to Har- 
bin, where all the available rooms in private 
houses were commandeered for their use. 


Other Troops Revolt. 

Soon the supplies, never large, ran out. 

Other troops met and revolted. They 
would not move without having food @uffi- 
cient to last some time. All transportation 
was tied up. Harbin was filled’ with con- 
fusion. The ringleaders of the mutiny kept 
in constant communication with the troops 
throughout the city. The disturbance was 
planneg with great deliberation. Letters 
even were sent to soldiers in front and an- 
swers received. 

Affairs now assumed a serious aspect. Sol- 
diers paraded the streets, poured kerosene 
ofl everywhere, broke into shops and plun- 
dered everything they could lay their hands 
upon. News of similaf disorders at Viadi- 
vostok fanned the flames into a great, un- 
controllable biaze of mutiny. Railway offi- 
cials were compelled to join. An express 
train was seized and run to Vladivostok, 
where amid the strike the fresh arrivals were 
able to seize an enormous quantity of stores 
from the government warehouses, supply 
depots, and private firms. They captured 
several machine guns, many rifles, and bayo- 
nets, and thousands of rounds of ammuni- 
tion. : 


| Harbin Is Sacked. 

With their plunder they returned to Harbin. 
They were met at the station by a howling 
mob of soldiers. Whgit the spoils were re- 
was wild cheering and then an 
orgy. Cases were broken open and the bot- 
tles contained extracted. Soon thousands 
of men were drunk. The sacking of Harbin 
followed. Many attempts were made to set 
the city on fire. For some time the mutineers 
were unable to make much progress in their 
work of destruction. The machine guns, 
however, were taken to favorable positions 
and a heavy fire opened upon the barracks, 
shops, and houses. 

Even the hospitals were not spared. The 
mutineers ate and drank the comforts in- 
tended for patients. They bound the doctors 
and nurses hand and foot and carrted them 
to snowfields outside the city, where they 
mercilessly left them. Finally they joined a 
band of mounted Chunchuses, attacked the 
railway station, and burned all buildings fh 
the neighborhood. Many Russian and Chi- 
nese residents were slaughtered. 

Some officers who secretly sympathized 
with the mutineers at night opened all the 
doors of the wheat and flour sterehouses and 
mills. The mob rushed inside and set fire to 
all of them. A _ conflagration followed. 
Troops paraded through the city cheering and 
afterwards did as they liked. Many innecent 
persons were massacred. 

Gen. Madariloff, with a detachment of 
cavalry, speedily came te the city from out- 
side. A flerce encounter ensued. The men 
fought desperately at close quarters, heeding 
little who were friends and who enemies, 


CUBAN CONVICTS IN MUTINY; 
FIERCE FIGHT WITH GUARDS. 


Twe Prisoners Mortally Wounded and 
Sixteen Injured—Artillerymen Ar- 


rive in Time to Prevent Escape. 
% 


HAVANA, Dec. 10.—The convicts in the 
penitentiary mutimied tonight and a fierce 
fight with the guards followed in which two 
of the prisoners were mortally wounded, six- 
teen more or less seriously wounded, and 
three of the guards badly injured. 

The-cenvicts to the number of 160 were 
proceeding from their quarters to supper in 
charge of only ene officer, who was armed 
with a revolver and three guards who carried 
machetes. 

The prisoners suddenly rushed on the 
guards and overpowered them, taking their 
machetes, when the officer fired, wounding 
several of the prisoners. He was then seized 
by the cenvicts ané roughly handled, being 
badly bruised and cut in the head and body. 

Hearing the shooting, four more guards, 
armed with guns, came on the scene and fired 
into the crewd of convicts, driving them bac 
The arrival of a platoon of artillerymen sae 
pletely cowed the convicts and rendered 
turther firing unnecessary. 

The prison contains more than 1,300 pris- 
oners. 


U. S. CRUISER TO BLACK SEA? 


Columbia Ordered te Panama; Be- 
lieved to Be En Route to Scene 
of Russian Disturbances.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 10.—[Special.}—The 
United States cruiser Columbia, carrying 185 
marines, left the League island navy yard 
teday under command of Commander Dow- 
ger. The cruiser is bound, it is announced, 
for Panama. 

These are official orders, but members of 
the crew think differently. They wonder 
why, for instance, if they are going to 
Panama, that they were ordered to obtain 
three heavy suits of underwear apiece. They 
also were provided with heavy overcoats. 

Most of the crew believe that when the 
cruiser reaches Hampton roads there will be 
other orders awaiting and that they will be 
sent to the Black sea.

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PEACE PRIZE FOR WOMAN. 


BARONESS VON SUTTNER OF AUS- 
TRIA GETS BIG NOBEL AWARD. 


Winner’s Famous Book, *“‘ Lay Down 
Your Armas,” Is Believed to Have 
Inspired Czar’s Call for Hague 
Peace Conference—Her Life Work 
Devoted to Promoting Amity Be- 
tween Great Nations of the World— 
Sketch of Her Career. 


CHRISTIANIA, Dec. 10.—King Haakon 
and Queen Maud, all the ministers of state, 
the members of the storthing and the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps and their ladies 
were present at the Nobel institute today, 
where in solemn ceremondal:. baroness von 
Suttner of Austria was adjudged the winner 
of the Nobel peace prize. 

The baroness von Suttner is the author of 
“Lay Down Your Arms,”’ a book which is 
said to have done more to foster the cause of 
peace than any other writing. She was one 
of the foreign delegates to the international 
peace congress held in Philadeiphia last 
year. 

The baroness, who is now 62 years old, 
leaped suddenly to fame about ten years ago 
when her famous book ‘* Die Waffen Nie- 
der "’ (**Lay Down Your Arms’’) first attract- 
ed attention. 

That book, which graphically and patheti- 
cally describes the horrors of war, is now 
printed in twenty languages. When pub- 
lished it evoked widespread controversy. The 

militariats of continental Europe did not 
regard it seriously, and at the Austrian eourt, 
where the baroness was a favorite, it was 
accepted as intersting, but not particularly 
important. 


Book Lead to Peace Conference. 

But one day Count Mouravieff, the Russian 
foreign minister, read it and called the atten- 
tion of his majesty the oszartoit. The czar 
was so greatly impressed by it that he sent 
Count Mouravieff to visit the baroness and 
talk with her. This resulted in an interview 
between the czar and the baroness. 

Then followed the calling of The Hague 
conference, to which every advanced couh- 
try in Europe, Asia, the United States, and 
Mexico sent as delegates a remarkable gath- 
ering of men. The adoption of the peace 
plan submitted by the representatives of the 
United States was the most notable result of 
the conference. 


Her Life Story Romantic. 


The life history of the baroness is almost 
as interesting as that of the great work she 
has undertaken.’ She comes from a family 
of fighters, which fact renders her influence 
in the, cause of peace all the more potent. 
She is the daughter of Field Marshal Count 
Franz Kinsky. She was born on June 9, 
1843, at Prague, in Bohemia, and was a 
grafin (countess) in her own right. All the 
men in her family were soldiers. 

When a girl she was betrothed to Prinee 
Adolf Wittgenstein of -a’ noble Austrian 
family. The prince was kifedin battle. The 
Countess Kinsky then married her first and 
only sweetheart, the Baron Gondraca von 
‘Suttner.. Both families opposed the mar- 
riage. For forty years the baron and baren- 
ess lived an ideal life until the baron’s death, 
three years ago. 

The baroness used to be frequently seen 
at the Austrian court as the companion of 
that splendid woman of tragic experiences, 
the Empress Elizabeth, whom she greatly 
resembied. She is also a well known figure 
among the Mterary celebrities of the conti- 
nent. 


ARCTIC RAILROAD APPROVED. 


Russian Government I. Indorses Project 
to Build Road from Siberia to Alas- 
ka Under Bering Straits. 


BERLIN, Dec. 10.—A dispatch from 8t. 
Petersburg says that the scheme of Baron 
Liocq de Lobel, the French engineer, for the 
building of a railroad from Siberia to Alaska, 
has been approved by the Russian govern- 
mem, which has named a commission to 
formulate contract regulations, 


Baron de Lobel represents a group of Prench 
capitalists who propose to build a railread from 
Siberia to Alaska by tunneling under Bering 
straits. It is said that the enterprise will be 
capitalized at $250,000,000 to $800,000,000, and that 
the money centers of France, Russia, and the 
United States will be asked to share in the finan- 
cial phase of the project.

BACK UP OUSTRD “MIDDY” 


MERIWETHER WILL BE REAP- 
POINTED BY LOUISIANIANS. 


Whether Reinstated by Department, 
Which Is Improbable, or Renamed 
by Congress Naval Cadet Will Lose 
Year, as He Already Has Been Out 
of Classes for Month—Definite Ac- 
tion by Secretary of Navy Expected 
Soon. 


Washington, D. C., Dec: 10.—[Special.]— 
If Midshipman Minor Meriwether Jr. is dis- 
missed from the navy as a resuit of his court 
martial on the charges growing out of his 
fist fight with Midshipman Branch early in 
November, and from the effects of which 
Branch died, he will be reappointed by one 
of the members from Louisiana, and a spe- 
cial bill presented, which if passed. will re- 
instate the midshipman as an officer of the 
navy. 

It has become known that Meriwether was 
ac auitted on the charge of manslaughter, but 
was found guilty of Infringements on the 
rules and regulations of the naval academy 
which are of sufficient seriousness to warrant 
his dismissal. The case now is in the hands 
of the secretary of the navy, who probably 
will reach his conclusions within a few days. 
It is quite possible that Meriwether may be 
allowed to stay at Annapolis, but if that 
course of action is followed by the authorities 
he undoubtedly will be given some severe 
punishment, possibly by being dropped back 
a year. 

Whether he be punished or not in this man- 
ner, it is Hkely Meriwether will lose a year, 
provided he ‘is permitted to stay at.all. He 
has lost over a month from his work and 
would have considerable difficulty in making 
it up. He has written the secretary of the 
navy for permission to reénter his classes, but 
this request has not been granted. The entire 
céngressional delegation from Louisiana is 
in fayor of Mertwether’s retention in the 
service, and the members are determined to 
make a fight for hin. 

They think the court martial itself has 
brought out facts enough to show that Meri- 
wether would make a splendid officer. 


PLAN BIG STATE PARK IN 
THE HEART OF SPRINGFIELD. 


Gov. Deneen and Other Public Men Be- 
hind Scheme to Make Capital “the 
City Beautiful.” 


Springfield, Ill., Dec. 10.—[{Special.]—Plans 
to make Springfleld the “city beautiful ”’ 
will be discussed at a massmeeting to be 
held in the representatives’ hall next Tues- 
day night. Gov. Deneen, who is enthusiastic 
over the plans suggested, will deliver an 
addrees. 

If the suggestions whica have been made 
are carried out the state capital will become 
one of the most attractive towns in the 
country.

State Architect W. Carbys Zimmerman of 
Chicage has made sketches of the district 
bounded on the west by Spring street, on 
the east by Fourth, on the nerth by Monroe, 
and on the south by Jacksom street. He 
suggests that all this ground be condemned 
for use by the state of Illinois for this and 
other buildings which the state may see fit 
to erect in the future. He will present these 
and make an address at Tuesday night's 
meeting. 

The tract of ground directly south of the 
statehouse has been looked upon with favor 
by the commission, but because of its value 
some of the members have hesitated to vote 
for ft» purchase, fearing charges of extrava- 
gance, 

Now, however, since Gov. Deneen and citi- 
gens generally have declared in favor of mak- 
ing a state park of this section of the city, it is 
not improbable that this site will be thé first 
choice of several members.

She grabbed a 
large knife from the kitchen table and ran 
into the saloon. The robbers were starting 
for the door.as she entered the room. They. 
ran for the exit, but Mrs. Finley reached the 
door first. Two of the men succeeded in rush- 
ing past her and escaping, but she cornered 
the other two in the ante-room of the saloon. 

“If you. move I'll slash you,” she cried, 
brandishing the knife above her head. 

The robbers were content to take no 
chances and they stood quiet, while Finley 
telephoned to the police. Five patrolmen 
from the stockyards station hurried to the 
saloon and arrestedthe men. They gave their 
names as ‘ Double” Griffin and Michaeel 
Moran. Mr. Finley identified Griffin as the 
man who had stabbed him. Both were held 
on charges of robbery and with assault with 
intent to kill. 

The two robbers who escaped were the ones 
who had taken the money from the cash 
drawer.

DEATH LIES IN WAKE OF SUIT: 
JUDGE AND LAWYERS SUCCUMB. 


Ten Men Identified with Case Concern- 
ing Payment for Coffin Die from 
Mysterious Malady in Galveston. 


Galveston, Tex., Dec. 10.—[Special. ]}—As in 
one of Conan Doyle's stories wherein every 
one who sat in a certain chair was killed with 
poison secretly administered, death seems to 
lurk in the wake of all who have become con- 
nected with the case of George BE. Smith vs. 
John Dailey, filed here in 1902. 

The cause of the action was trespass, to try 
the title of property given by a widow to an 
undertaker in payment for the coffin in which 
her husband was buried.

Illinois Manufacturers Gather 
Data Showing Loss to 
| SPOOL BO Fn 
EXODUS DUE TO TARIFF. 


Reciprocity Arrangement Will 
-. Be Urged with Our North- 
ern Neighbor. — 


Some alarming conditions which are rapidly 
driving large manufacturing interests from 
the United States to Canada‘are to be con- 
sidered within a few days by the Hilinois 
Manufacturers’ association. 

‘Reports just gathered show that 132 of the 
leading concerns of the country have been 
obliged, chiefly on account of tariff restric- 
tions, to establish branch plants in Canada. 
Fifteen of these industries have headquarters 


in Chicago. 

The resulting loss financially is estimated 
at upwards of $50,000,000, of which amount 
Chicago is represented in the statistics to 
have suffered a large proportion. / 

The agitation which the Illinois manufac- 
turers are about to start is expected to as- 
sume the form shortly of a national appeal 
to congress. The remédy most in favor local- 
ly and throughout the country provides for 
reciprocity legislation which will permit of 
the freer exchange of American and Cana- 
dian manufactured products. It is likely that 
congress will be asked during the present 
session to take some steps in this direction. 


Extent of the Movement.

All ef these concerns have built branch 
plants within the last five years. Two of them 
_—the American Cerealecompany and Fair- 
banks, Morse & Co.—are just completing 
their branches, which probably will be in op- 
eration by Jan. 1. 

Letters addressed a month ago to these con- 
cerns inquiring the reasons for remoyal have 
brought in nearly evety instance the same 
reply—inability of manufacturers in the 
| Undted States to compete with Canadian 
makers in the Canadian market under the 
present tariff conditions. 

These letters and the answers will be sub- 
mitted at the next meeting of the Manufac- 
turers’ association, together with an ex- 
planation of the tariff schedules which are 
responsible for thesituation. They will show 
that the present Canadian tariff averages a 
little less than 25 per cent on dutiable goods. 
On plows, cultivators, and other important 
lines of farm implements the present duty is 
20 per cent. On windmills, thrashing ma- 
chines, and wagons the tariff is 5 per cent 
higher. 

Fear Still Greater Duty. 

While the conditions now existing are suf- 
ficiently menacing, a still more threatening 
prospect will be discussed at the manufac- 
turers’ meeting. This is the announcement, 
said to be official, 
ment which assembles in January proposes 
to enact a new tariff law providing for a 
general advance of about 10 per cent ad 
valorem fm the duties on manufactured prod- 
ucts which aré imported from the United 
States. 

Prominent manufacturers in Chicago yes- 
terday declared that such an increase in the 
Canadian tariff will prove a body blow ‘to 
American trade north of the lakes. No other 
alternative would remain for American 
| manufacturers, tt was argued, than the.re- 
rnoval to Canadian cities of so much of their 
‘plants as is needed to supply colonia! busi- 
ness. 

Labor an Added Burden. 

Along with the tariff proviem tie tnereas- 
ing aggressiveness of labor unions in the 
United States is sald to be furnishing an 
impetus to tite emigration of manefacturers. 
Parttcularly in Chieago the frequency of 
strikes is given asa factor. Statisties a 
these lines have been requested by the IIH- 
nois manufacturers, and probably will be 
submitted by the Employers’ asseciation.

Here for the last two years he en- 
tertained lavishly his former college and 
fraternity mates. His income being large, 
he spent money freely.

New York, Dec. 10.—[{Special.]—In the opin- 
ion ef Thomas A. Edison, wonders are yet 
to be unfolded in the world of electricity. 

*“ We are groping on the verge of another 
great epoch in the world’s history,” he said 
in an interview today at his laboratory in 
West Orange. “It would not surprise me 
any morning to wake up and learn that seme 
one, eome group of the 300,000 scientific men 
who are investigating aH over the earth, hag 
seized upon the secret of electricity by direct 
process, and begun another practical revo- 
lution in human affairs. 

“Tt can be done. It will be done. I expect 
to see it before I die. 

“The first great change in the production 
of electricity will abolish carrying coal for 
that purpose,’’ he said. ‘‘ Instead of digging 
gross material out of the earth, loading it on 
cars, and carrying it, say, 500 miles, tnere 
to put it under a boiler and burn, and so get

it wherever it is needed by copper wire. 


To Ship Power Instead of Coal. 


“It is prepostereus to keep on putting coal 
mines on wheels.

‘It is easier to carry molecular vibration 
by millions of waves a second than freight 
ears full of crude matter. We can ship 
100,000 ho¥se power over the wire quicker and 
more economically than we can send the 
equivalent in coal over a railroad track.

Léitzel, who the day De- 
fore election had received the political ap- 
pointment at the eye and ear infirmary, 
not been at his home since the day of the elec 
tion, according to the police. There was no 
one at his home at Washtenaw avenue and 
West Harrison street in the evening, and no 
one In the neighborhood could give any infor- 
mation as to his whereabouts. 

Capt. Kelly of the Warren avenue police 
station still is working on the theory that 
Roberts was but a tool in the hands of his 
political superiors. He would not discuss ihe 
cage in the afternoon, but repeated his asser- 
tion that he had all the evidence that he 
wanted to cdnvict Roberts, and enough to 
make matters exceedingly serlous for Senator 
Farnum. 

The missing links in the chain of evidence,- 
especially relating to the existence of a sec- 
ond ballot box stuffed with Jackman tickets, 
and intended for substitution, the police be- 
lieve, will be supplied by Leitzel and Granzow, 
It is known that the defense expect to pro- 
duce Leltzel as a witness, but it wae not until 
yesterday that the police admitted that his 
evidence was wanted to establish their con- 
spiracy theory. 

Clark’s Prediction Follows Conference. 


Committeeman Clark made his prediction 
that there never would be another wardclub 
election after an informal] conference with 
the better element of the republican party 
in the Thirteenth ward.

ALIEN PERIL PARAMOUNT 


SARGENT SAYS IT’S AMERICA’S 
GREATEST PROBLEM. 


Commissioner General of Immigration 
Bureau in Annual Report Says Ar- 
rivals During Last Year Numbered 
1,026,499, a Remarkable Increase 
Over Previous Records—Thinks In- 
flux of Future Probably Will Come 
from Russia and Austria. 


¢ 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—In present- 
ing the annual report of the bureau of im- 
migration, Commissioner General Sargent 
refers to the magnitude and gravity of the 
problems presented by the growth of the 
alien population of the United States. 
“These problems,”’ he declares, ‘‘ loom so 
largely In the prospect of our country that 
it may be said, without giving just cause to 
the charge of exaggeration, that all other 
questions of public economy relating to 
things rather than to human beings shrink 
into comparative insignificance.”’ 

In his annual message to congress Presit- 
Gent Roosevelt discussed the immigration 
question at length, so that these features of 
Commissioner Sargent’s report bearing on 
the class of immigrants desired, the induce- 
ments offered by transportation companies 
to immigrants to come to America, laws to 
be enacted, and the attitude toward the Chi- 
hese substantially have been covered. 


1,026,499 Aliens in Year. 


There are many details, however, which 
will prove of interest. The total allen ar- 
rivals reported for the year of 1,026,499 repre- 
sents an increase over the preceding year ef 
213,629, of which the continental ports of the 
United States report 196,940, as compared 
with arrivals thereat last year, and the Cana- 
dian ports 13,840. 

At the insular ports the increase was 2,849, 
although the arrivals at Porto Rico were less 
by 94 than In 1904. There also was a large in- 
crease in arrivals at southern pcerts, while a 
decrease is shown for the Pacific ports, which 
is accounted for in some measure by the 
Russian-Japanese war. 

Of the increased arrivals above referred to 
Austria-Hungary sent 98,587 more than its 
quota of 1904; Russia, 39,756; Italy, 28,182; 
and the united kingdom, 49,544. This f- 
crease from the last mentioned country, says 
the commissioner, is offset by the decreases 
from Germany, Switzerland, and Sweden. 


Notwithstanding the increase from Italy that }| 


country, says the commissioner, may be re- 
garded as having probably reached the high 
water mark. 


Look to Russia and Austria. 


From this showing, Commissioner. Sargent 
ventures the prediction that the chief 
sources of future increases in immigration 
are: those two countries in Europe which 
have the greatest resources in population, 
Russia and Austria- -“Hungary. 

“ With the facts in view,’’ he says, “‘ it wil} 
be possible to calculate with reasonable cer- 
tainty on the character of immigration, in its 
greater bulk, for some years to come—at 
least of European immigration.’’ 

Commissioner Sargent does not lose sight 
of the increased number of immigrants from 
European Turkey, a@ field which, although 
practically inexhaustible, he ‘says, is but a 
virgin to the activities of the transportation 
agent. 

The importance of a proper understanding 
of the contract labor law is dwelt upon in 
the report. No feature of the immigration 
law, he declares, has proved go difficult of 
enforcement as that which was passed for 
the protection of labor in this country from 
unfair competition by aliens. The chief ob- 
stacle im the way of such enforcement he 
attributes to the erroneous impression that 
it is & measure which congress was forced 
to pass against its will by the power of or- 
ganized labor, “exacting all it could obtain 
rather than seeking simple justice.”’ 


Hostile Bias an Impediment. 


The impression is. so widely prevalent, 
he says, that it produces at least an indiffer- 
ence to the enfarcement of the law, if not a 
hostile bias against it, and credits the law- 
making branch of the government with no 
worthier motive for enacting it than eelfish 
fear. Because of such impression, he de- 
clares, the bureau finds its efforts to enferce 
the law either reluctantly submitted te or 
resisted, actively or passively, and itself 
viewed ag in some sort a branch or agency 
of organized labor, sensitive to that body’s 
interest, responsive to its wishes, and thus 
essentially different from other parts of the 
executive government of the United States, 

“ Perhaps labor itself,” he adds, “‘ is not 
altogether free from blame for this false 
public impression, and thus unconsciously 
has played into the hands of those interests 
which find it to their account to alienate 
public sympathy by encouraging such a 
view."’ 

As an illustration, he cites an occaBion 
Curing last year when a branch of organ- 
ized miners urged the bureau that an offénd- 
ing company, upon which it originally had 
been active in fixing the responsibility for 
a violation of the law, should not be prose- 
cuted because the miners and the tompany 
had reached a settlement of their differ- 
ences. - 


Commissioner Sargent remarks, however,. 


that despite theee obstacles the bureau has 


never relaxed its efforts to make the law 


effective.

SERVICE STRAINS RELATIONS. 


Charges of Gross Extravagance Basis 
for § ‘*s Recommendation 
That Nearly All Asylums for Sailors 
Be Abandoned—Report Shows Num- 

ber of Physicians and Attendants to 
Equal and in Some Cases Exceed 
Patients Under Treatment. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.J— 


The shakeup in the public health and ma- 


rine hospital service, which was begun sev- 
eral months ago in the form of an inves- 
tigation by Secretary Shaw, will probably 
lead to interesting developments in congress 


this winter. 


The situation is rendered more serious by 


' the strained relations existing between Sec- 
| retary Shaw and Assistant Secretary Taylor 
| on the one hand and Surgeon General Wy- 
' man on the other. 


The dispute was brought 
to a head in the annual report of the sec- 


retary of the treasury sent to congress last 


Wednesday. Remarks and recommenda- 


' tions submitted by the secretary in that doc- 
-ument have been amplified by statements 


forthcoming from treasury officials since the 
publication of the report. 


Congressmen on Wyman’s, Side. 

Members of congress in whose districts it 
is proposed by Secretary Shaw to abandon 
existing inarine hospitals will be arrayed on 
the side of Dr. Wyman, who declares ,the 
published statements, evidently put forth by 
officials of the treasury department, do. not 
tell the whole story. Secretary Shaw de- 
clares the service is conducted with gross ex- 
travagance and that money is being squan- 
dered. In defense of his recommendation 
that nearly all marine hospitals in the coun- 
try be abandoned, these representations are 
made. 

In most of the smaller hospitals, it ie said, 
there have been, exclusive of medical of- 
filcers, surgeons, pharmaciste, etc., a number 
of attendants equal to and in some cases 
in excess of the number of patients. 


Attendants Galore, Patients Few. 

Throughout the list the widest discrepancy 
ie shown.

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READY FOR “BEEF” TRIAL 


CASE AGAINST INDICTED PACKERS 
WILL BEGIN TOMORROW. 


Best Legal Talent in the United States 
Will Take Part in-the Bitter Struge 
gle at Hearing of Charges to Mo-~ 
nopolize the Meat Business—Fifty 
Veniremen from Whom te Select a 
Jary Will Be Summoned te Judge 
Bethea’s Court, 


The opening trial of the indicted packers 
will begin tomorrow morning before Judge 
Bethea in the United States District court, 
and the hearing of the case will develop into 
one of the most bitter legal battles ever 
fought in the courts. The best legal talent of 
the country has been drawn in by the packers, 
who are charged with conepiracy to monopo- 
lize the meat business. Their attorneys will 
meet the most skillful lawyers in the service 
of the United States goveriment, 

It has been stated that thirty-five prominent 
lawyers will lead the fight for the packers, 
These meén will be opposed by Attorney Gen- 
eral Willlam Moody, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Oliver E. Pagin, District Attorney C. B. 
Morrison, and Assistant District Attorneys 
Elwood .Godman, Robert Childs, Francis 
Hanchett, and Amos W. Marston. 


Means Much to Both Sides. 

The case, which has been termed the “ beef 
trust ’” case, méans much to both the pack- 
ers and the government. The packers, if 
convicted, can be sent to the county jail for 
at least one year and fines amounting to 
millions of dollars can be assessed. A con- 
viction, it is @eclared, might mean the dis- 
ruption of one of the largett industries In 
the west, the meat packing business. 

The government has charged the packers 
with forming a trust to monopolize business. 
Should it win the victory, ft ts believed that 
the way would be clear to prosecute and ban- 
ish many other alleged illegal combinations. 

Fifty will be summoned, from whom twelve 
men will be selected as the “ beef trust” 
jury. ‘This jury will take up the issues of 
fact raised by the filing of ten special pleas 
by the packers. The government, in its 
replication, techmically has passed the He 
to the defendants ina swornreply. Because 


- of this condition of affairs, it will be neces- 


gary for both defendant and complainant to 
substantiate their claims with testimony. 


Basis of Packers’ Defense. 

The packers aliege that Commissioner of 
Corporations Garfield in his investigation of 
the beef business promised to packers, should 
they make statements. before him, they 
would not subsequently be criminally prose- 
cuted. This, they allege, is a bar to the pres- 
ent prosecution. . 

They also declare that evidence ‘was seized 
iliegally and by force. The government un- 
equivocally denies all of these allegations. 
This necesaitates a jury of twelve men to set- 
tle the matter. Should the packers win in 
this last preliminary, the prosecution would 
cease. Should the government win a@ new 
jury probably will be called and the main 
iseves im the case tried. 


Indictments Expected Today. 

Several indictments will be returned by 
the federal grand jury before Judge Bethea 
this morning. has been reported that an 
indictment will be returned involving one 
railroad and possibly three railroad officials. 
It has been rumored thatea true bill charg- 
ing the granting of rebates to the Schwarz- 
schiid & Sulzberger packing concern will 
contain the name of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad and possibly some of its officials. 

In connection with this report it has been 
intimated that some action may be taken 
against J. N. Faithorn, president of the 
Chicago Terminal Transfer railroad, former 
viee president of the Chicago and Alton, 
and Fred A. Wann of the Pére Marquette, 
who at one time diso wae affliated with the 
same road.

Speculation as to Rosebery. 


The omission of Lord Rosebery is naturally 
the subject of much comment and there is 
censiderable curiosity as to what attitude he 
will adopt when he addresses the liberal 
league today. It is noticeable that his son- 
in-law, the earl of Crewe, is in the cabinet. 

The composition of the cabinet presents no 
surprising features. It ig larger than was 
expected, the last liberal cabinet only num- 
bering sixteen members. Six of the new seo- 
réetaries, besides Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman, have held cabinet rank before, 
though most of them have held ministerial 
appointments, while three — David Lioyd- 
George, Augustine Birrell, and John Burns— 
have never before held office of any kind. 

The rapid rise of John Burns from the 
workshop to the cabinet with a salary of 
$10,000 a year is a unique feature, indicating 
the growing importance of the radical party, 
and he is being congratulated on all sides on 
winning a well deserved honor. He will be 
the first labor member of the house of com- 
mons to have attained cabinet rank. 


Grey Leads in Popularity. 


Perhaps the most popular appointment of 
all is that of Sir Bdward Grey, who, after 
Lord Rosebery, has the highest reputation 
for statesmanship. He is expected to hold 
the best traditions of Great Britain's foreign 
policy and to inspire confidence abroad. 

Augustine Birrell is not a member of par- 
liament, but it is expected that he will be 
elected for Bristol almost immediately. 

Among the unexpected appointments are 
those of John Sinclair and Lewis Vernon 
Harcourt, The former has had much mili- 
tary experience and has been a parliamentary 
whip and secretary to Str Hetiry Campbeil- 
Bannerniah. Mr. Harcourt is popular in so- 
clety. Baron Tweedmouth will lead in the 
house of lords, thus succeeding Ear] Spencer, 
who is ill. Appointments to minor officesare 
expected to be announced within a few days,

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FEROME TO HAUL DELAYS HIS TUNNEL, PLAN 


MAYOR DUNNE WILL NOT SEND 
MESSAGE TONIGHT. 


Matter Probably Will Come Up fer 
Discussion for First Time in Lo- 
eal Transportation Committee on 
Wednesday—New Lineup of Alder- 
men Possible Then, as Those from = 
North and West Sides Seek to Set- 
tle Question by Themselves. 


Mayor Dunne said last evening he did not 
think he would have anything for the coun- 
cll tonight on the question of trying to post- 
pone the time for the lowering of the tun- 
nels. He may change his mind during the 
day, however. If he does not send in a mes- 
gage om the subject it is hardly likely the 
matter will come before the body. It will be 
brought up, however, in the meeting of the 
committee on local transportation on 
Wednesday, when the tunnel lowering per- 
mits will be the special order of business. 

There is a disposition among some of the 
north and west side aldermen to ask the 
south side members of the committee to stand 
aside when this tunnel question is up and 
let those most directly interested settle ft 
themselves. Five of the thirteen members 
of the committee come from the south side. 
They are Ald. Carey, Bradley, Foreman, 
Bennett, and Young. Of these Bradley has 
unhiformiy voted as the mayor wanted and 
Foreman and Bennett are committed to the 
mayor’s policy of delay, and Young has 
shown a leaning in the same direction. és 

On the other hand, Ald. Zimmer, Finn, and 
Dever of the west side have been supporters 
of the mayor, but their constituents want 
transportation downtown and better service 
than the cable lines furnish them, and the 
mayor may find it difficult to hold them. 


Will Delay Traction Report. 

It has been decided not to bring up the 
report of the transportation committee rec- 
ommending the passage of the franchise or- 
dinances tonight, but to let it lay over one 
week longer. 

Ald. Foreman has ready his ordinance 
which seeks to put the bridgctenders under 
control of the civil service commission, but 
is not yet Oecided whether to introduce it 
tonight. Naturally, this will meet with op- 
position from aldermen in river wards, who 
have something to say about the appoint- 
ment of bridgetenders, and they are likely 
to ask to have it sent to the corporation 
counsel for an opinion as to its legality. 

The bridgetenders are not included in the 
civil service list because the law exempts 
all city employés whose nomination has to 
be concurred in by the council. Bridgetend- 
ers are such employés, and were at the time 
the civil service law was passed. Ald, Fore- 
man's idea is to change the ordinances so as 
to make the concurrence of the council un- 
necessary. 

Point of Law Raised. 

The trouble is, however, that shortly after 
the law was passed the council passed an 
ordinance providing that all appointments of 
captains and lieutenants of police must be 
concurred in by the council, the idea being io 
take them out of the jurisdiction of the law. 
The Supreme court, in the “ Kipley case,’’ 
held this ordinance invalid, as it was intended 
to change the status of city employés from 
what it was at the time the law was passed. 
The question has been raised whether an 
ordinance intended to put a class of employés 
under the law would not be open tothe same 
objection as one seeking to take one out. 


CHICAGO’S OLDEST WOMAN DIES 


@irs. Mary Grady Haley Expires in 
House in Which She Had Lived 
Seventy-one Years. 


Mrs. Mary Grady Haley died of old age 
yesterday at her residence, 87 La Salle ave- 
nue. She often boasted of her age and con- 
tinued good health, and she danced a jig at 
an old settlers’ picnic four years ago to prove 
her assertion that “she couldn’t be beaten 
by the youngsters.’ At that picnic a niedal 
Was awarded to her as the oldest woman 
resident of Chicago. 

Mrs. Haley was born in Limerick. Ireland, 
and came to Chicago in 1833. A year after 
reaching the city she moved into the house 
at La Salle avenue and Indiana street, where 
she resided the remainder of her life. Her 
first husband was Michael Grady, said to 
have been the first blacksmith in Chicago. 
Members of the family were prominent in 
opening the north side, Sedgwick and Divi- 
sion streets being the results of their efforts. 

“Why, it seerzns that I am living in an- 
other world to see all of these things,’’ she 
used to say. ‘' Chicago people look at the 
wonders of the city and think nothing of 
them, but the growth of the city is marvel- 
ous.”’ 


OBITUARY. 


CARL FREDERICK VON SALTZA, 
teacher of fine arts in Columbia universi- 
ty, is dead in New York after a lingering 
illness from a complication of diseases. His 
wife died on Thursday and was buried on 
Saturday. He was born in Sorby, Sweden, 
in 1858, and was the son of Count Anton 
Philip von Saltza. He studied art in Ant- 
werp and Paris and came to this country in 
1891 to be instructor of the St. Louis School 
of Fine Arts. He also was connected with 
the Art institute in Chicago. His specialty 
was portrait painting. 

ROBERT L. GRADY, 4834 Champlain ave- 
nue, 49 years old, died yesterday after an 
iliness of more than a year. He was secretary 
of the Illinois Improvement and Ballast 
company and was interested in other Chicago 
concerns. He came to Chicago twenty-one 
years ago. Mr. Grady left a widow and one 
child. The funeral will be held at the resi- 
dence tomorrow morning, with services at 
Corpus Christi church. Burial will be at 
Mount Olivet, 

GEORGE A. MACOMB, 738 years old, died 
yesterday at his residence in Lake Bluff from 
a complication of diseases. He-was born in 
Utica, N. Y., but came to Chicago when a 
boy and became a contractor a few years 
later. He left a widow.

TENEMENT EVILS 
OF CITY SCORED. 
Mrs. Wald Asserts That the 


“Poor Persons of Chicago 
Are Badly Housed. 


TELLS OF HER INQUIRY. 


-” 


Declares That Years Bring No Im- 
provement in Conditions in 
the Slum Districts. 


Chicago’s poor ere among the most badly 
housed in the world, according to Mrs. Sadie 
T. Wald, probation officer, who described 
the result of her investigation of local slum 
conditions before the Council of Jewish 
Women at Sinai temple last night. Her ad- 
dress, which closed a long symposium on 
social settlements, immigration, and hous- 
ing, was based on a study of the same tene- 
ment district which the City Homes asso- 
ciation Investigated in 1900. But little prog- 
ress, she said, had been made since then. 


Declares Problem Is Serious One. 

Mrs. Wald said in part: 

“For the most part we have had a certain 
self-satisfied assurance that because we have 
not the five story tenement of New York wea 
have no housing problem. But we have a 
problem, and a serious one, and it is by no 
means confined to the small house. _ 

“* The first sclentific investigation ever made 
here was undertaken by the Cit Homes as- 
sociation in 1900. Its reports was a. forcible 
word of warning to the whole commpnity, and 
from it developed a tenement hnduse orai- 
nance, Which was added to the building code 
of 1902, providing, first, against fire; second, 
for sufficient light and air; third, for proper 
sanitary regulations. 

“In a general way here is what the investt- 
gators found in 1900: 

1. That the greatest éy!] in Chicago, as in every 
other city, is lack of light and air, the number of 
dark and insanitary homes. 

2. That many blocks were covered more than 
the Boston and New York laws permit on a single 
lot. 

3. The rear tenement is a prevalent evil. Seven 
hundred and thirty of these dilapidated, makeshift 
habitations were found occupied by 6,545 persons. 
They stand on the alley line, overlooking ash heaps 
and garbage piles, often deprived of light and 
ventilation by the front tenements, and the small 
yard space between the two buildings, generally 
filléd with trash and litter. 


Conditions Are Not Improved. 

‘In 1905 we scanned the same insurance 
maps and tramped courageously over the 
game three districts. In a general way this 
is what we found: 

That there is the same density of population and 
the same number of rear tenements, overlooking 
the same dirty aileys, though perhaps not as dirty 
as in 1900, 

That there are just the same number of tene- 
ment fire traps in 1906 as there were in 1900. 

That most of the yard vaults have disappeared. 

That an occasional new bath has been provided, 
but there is no material change in this regard. One 
public bath has been opened in district No.2. * 

‘To better illustrate comparative condi- 
tions we select in district No. 1 the south side 
of Liberty street, between Canal and Jeffer- 
son, which area includes sixteen front houses 
and three rear houses. There is not a single 
condition found here that could not be du- 
plicated in most blocks in the districts. 


Years Bring No Changes for Better. 

“The worst tumble down shanty, with a 
stable adjoining the kitchen, still fits the 
description appHed to it in 1900. The one 
good house in 1900 is the one good house in 
1905. There is no change in the so-called 
sidewalk, and there are the same wornout 
planks and the same bumpy cinders. Two 
basement.stables are gone. While there are 
ash heaps, garbage, and litter piled high un- 
der the steps, in the yards and in the passage 
ways, it is not as filthy asit was. Thereare 
two bathtubs for this population of 223 per- 
sons. 

“The vacant lot in the neighborhood is 
still used as a common dumping ground. 
There is not' one single condition in Liberty 
street that could not easily be made right. 

**In district No. 2 we chose the west side 
of Cleaver street,’ from Bradley to Black- 
hawk, which area includes twenty-one front 
and twenty rear houses, the same number 
as were there in 1900. 

“The only change is one. front house re- 
modeled and one rear tenement raised a story. 
Untike Liberty street, Cleaver street repre- 


| sents rather the well to do element of the 


district. Yet it is none the less typical of the 
crowded neighborhood, and there are no,con- 
ditions here that could not be duplicated in 
most blocks in the districts. 


Sidewalks Filled with Rubbish. 


‘The sidewalks are just the same as they 
were in 1900. There is a greater scarcity 
of garbage boxes. There were twenty wood- 
en ones, and now there are only six. It is 
not necessary to ask the good citizens of 
Cleaver street what they do with their 
garbage. The relative absence of ashes. and 
garbage in the alley ig readily accounted for 
by their presence in the street. The street 
would pass as unpaved, although an occa- 
sional cedar block rises, pheen!ix like, above 
the rubbish. 

“When all this has been, said much re- 
mains untold. To grapple intelligently with 
the situation in Chicago a comprehensive 
investigation should be made by a force of 
inspectors specially trained for this purpose. 
Information thus collected should be widely 
distributed by means of the press, photo- 
graphe, and pamphiets.’”’ 


Amateur Slum Workers Criticised. 


Miss Waldo, head resident of a Jewish so- 
clal settlement in Cleveland, criticised the 
‘Gibson girl’’ who goes into slum work as 
a fad. 

“Tt is the patronizing young woman of 
wealth,”’ she said, “ the I-just-love-to-help- 
the-poor kind, who makes trouble in a social 
settlement. She is the one who totally mis- 
understands the poor and is angry when they 
are not profusely grateful for her benefac- 
tions. Almost as great an evil is the youth 
fresh from college who rushes in with rash 
experiments.” 

Dr. Hirsch echoed the sentiment. 

* We don’t want the woman who yester- 
day cuddled her poodle dog and today wants 
to cuddle the poor,’’ he said.

Some question has been raised in regard 
to the validity of the pleas made by Attor- 
ney Moritz Rosenthal in behalf of his client, 
Dr. Oliver B, Hart, on ‘trial for the murder 
of 11 year ol& Irene Klowkow in Rogers 
Park last October. The point made is that 
the plea of insanity made by the attorney 
vitiates the plea of guilty also made, the 
“ee of an insane man not being recognized 
in law. 

In response to this criticism both Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney James J. Barbour, 
who is conducting the prosecution, and Mr. 
Rosenthal declare that the only piea en- 
tered is that of guilty, and thet no plea of 
legal insanity has been made. 

“The procedure is perfectly regular,” 
said Mr. Barbour yesterday. ‘‘ Counsel on 
both sides, and even the friends of the ac- 
cused man, are unanimously agreed that 
Dr. Hart ought to be confined for the proper 
protection of society. No jury would con- 
demn him to be hanged. He is an unfortu- 
nate man, the doctors saying that he has 
about one-sixteenth part of the mental 
strength of the norma! man. 

“It being agreed that he should be con- 
fined, the next thing was to consider the form 
of confinement. I would not agree to any 
procedure which would let the man off with 
only commitment to an asylum, and so when 
the defense entered a plea of guilty I was 
satisfied. 

‘*T belleve that Judge Barnes will send him 
to the penitentiary, and that is the most that 
could have been expected from a jury trial. 
After being sent to Joligp.the prison physi- 
cians will determine bine: he should be 
sent to Chester, the nitentiary for tae 
criminal insane.” 

Attorney Rosenthal substantiated this ex- 
planation. 

“IT have entered no plea of insanity,’ he 
said. *‘ Dr: Hart pleads guilty. But I am 
introducing into the record certain evidence 
that he is mentally deficient. This evidence 
I shall use later to secure his transfer to the 
proper institution for the care of the crim- 
inal insane.”’

STOCKYARDS PLANTS WARNED 
BY THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Eleven Concerns Are Notified to Change 
Methods So That Offensive Odors 
Will Be Stopped. 


Fleven slaughtering and rendering plants 
in the stockyards district have. been served 
with notices by Chief Sanitary Inspector 
Hedrick to make changes in their methods, 
which, it is hoped, will lessen the odor which 
is known as the *‘ stockyards smell.” This 
statement is contained in the weekly bulle- 
tin issled yesterday by the city health de- 
partment. 

“Three firms,” the bulletin continues, 
“were found to be drying ‘ stick,’ which is 
the residuum of the rendering tank water 
sludge. This sludge contains about 26 per 
cent of moisture, which is evaporated in the 
open air on ‘ stick rolls’ until only 4 per cent 
of the moisture remains. The vapors given 
off in this drying process easily can be de- 
tected for a long distance,”’ 

Inspector Hedrick has completed his in- 
spection of the stockyards and it is said 
that determined action will be taken to 
compel the various plants to make changes 
which shall end the odors, which residents of 
the south side have complained of for years. 


WORSTED BY CHICKEN THIEF. 


Charles Fink Is Fired At by Man Whom 
He Found in His Hen- 
house, 


Charlies Fink, proprietor of a saioon and 
livery stable in Milwaukee avenue, Glen 
View, was fired at last night by aman whom 
he found in his henhouse, thrusting fowls 
into a bag.

Sect Condemned as Heretical by Coun- 
ell of Other Christian Bodies in New 
York Accepts the Challenge as a 
Stimulant to New Insistency on the 
Spirit of Universal Fellowship and 
Righteousness of Life Rather than 
Uniform Belief. 


In response td the action of the recent meet- 
ing of the Christian Church Federation in 
New York City, which excluded delegates 
from Unitarian and Universalist churches on 
the ground that they were not representa- 
tives of Christian churches, a circular letter 
was prepared a few days ago by Edward Hv- 
erett Hale, John D. Long, and Samuel A. 
Eliot, and was read yesterday in the pulpits 
of all Unitarian churches in Chicago: The 
letter follows: 

“To the Ministera and Laity of the Uni- 
tarlan Churches: It is known to all that a 
great meeting of delegates from various 


Christian bodies has been held in New York, 


City under the name of the Inter-Church Cone 
ference on Federation. As all Christian bod- 
les were invited to take part im this move- 
ment, we, the undersigned, were, in natural, 
responeée and in fraternal good will, appoint- 
ed as representatives of the free Chrietian 
churches called Unitarian. 


Christian Fellowship Refused. 

“We were, however, refused admission to 
the meeting on the ground that Unitarians 
are not Christians. Our characters were not 
impeached but our beliefs were condemned 
as heretical. In epite of the protest of a 
number of the most distinguished Christian 
scholars and leaders of other denominations 
than our own, this exclusion has now been 
confirmed by the action of the conference /t- 
self. The Unitarian churches are definitely 
omitted from the list of the Christian bodies 
entitled to representation in the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in America. 

** We make no controversy over this action, 
which puts not us but its promoters, at the 
bar of an enlightened public opinion, In view 
of it, however, it seems timely for us to affirm 
anew the simple truth, proclaimed of old by 
Christ himself, that righteousness of life and 
spiritual efficiency rather than orthodoxy of 
belief is the test of Christian discipleship. 
We affirm that the doing of the will of the 
Master is the vita) thing, and that beliefs 
about the nature of Christ are unimportant 
in comparison with practical obedience to his 
precepts. 


Stimulated by the Challenge. 

“The Unitarian churches of America, and 
all who desire to promote pure Christianity 
in our land, should be glad to be confronted 
with a stimulating challenge. Whatsoever 
good things these other denominations pro- 
pose to accomplish, and we deeply appreciate 
the good they do, itis manifest that, as repre- 
sented by this action, they are both unwilling 
and unable to commit themselves to the great 
Christian principles of freedom and brother- 
hood. It is for us, therefore, to urge, with 
new insistency and in the apirit of universa) 
fellowship, the ideals of faith and conduct 
that Ile back of all the different theologies, 
and that breathe In all the true worship of all 
the churches, and to teach that under the In- 
spiration of the Ufe of Christ men may here 
and now enter into his high discipleship Im 
honest and unselfish service of the present 
age. 

‘** We therefore appeal to all liberal Chris- 
tlans to put fresh courage and patient devo- 
tion into thefr own significant work. Let 
us each andall believe more stoutly than ever 
in our mission to mankind and go to work for 
it with heart and head and hand. We cer- 
tainly shall not try to bulid higher the bar- 
riers which seem to stand between us and 
our breathren of other Christian com- 
munions. God forbid that any among us 
should make that sad mistake. 


Message of the Unitarians. 

“We are called upon to recognize that 
our distinctive meseage, which we believe to 
be and strive to make the truth of the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, is still needed in all 
parts of the world. By fearlessly proclaim- 
ing the ideale of a simple and rational Chris- 
tian faith and of spiritual high minded 
ness, by living lives of public spirited serv- 
ice and widespread charity, by increasing 
the power and usefulness of our liberal 
churches and upbuilding our institutions 
we shall help to keep in Christian disciple- 
ship those who have been alienated from 
all religious connections, and best promote 
the cause of freedom, truth, and right- 
eousness. 

“When the good time comes that our 
brethren in other Christian denominations 
know us better they will find us ready most 


' cordially to codperate with them and with 


all other religious bodies in establishing the 
kingdom of God on the earth.”

Residents of West Side Plan to Care for 
Russian Refugees Expected to Reach 
Chicago This Week. 


Jewish residente of the west side yesterday 
made arrangements to raise $50,000 for the 
hundreds of Jewish refugees who are ex- 
pected to come to Chicago within a few days. 
This fund is to be separate from the general 
relief fund and is to be used to put the home- 
less immigrants in good financia) condition 
when they arrived here. 

* We are raising this second fund so that 
the immigrante who have lost all their prop- 
ery in Russia shall not be a burden to the 
public in this city,’’ said a member of the com- 
mittee. To the poor end needy we shall give 
the money which is being subsoribed now, 
and it is our hope that no one will suffer from 
the influx of stricken Jewish families.”’ 

The firat three thousand dollars of the new 
fund waa raised last Monday at the various 
memorial services, In a few days a mase- 
meeting of Jews will be held on the weat side, 
and it is expected that Jewish refugees, who 
may have arrived here by that time, will tell 
of their experiences.

Following Roosevelt’s Message Ameri- 
cans Strengthen and Week Closes 
with Most Cheerful Tone. 
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[Copyright: 1905: By the New York Herald.]} 

LONDON, Dec. 10.—A remarkable change 
has taken placein the London.stock exchange 
during the last few days. Indeed, it seemsa 
long time since such a cheerful tone pervaded 
the house as at the clase of the week. For 
this there are two causes—one, the termina- 
tion of the political uncertainty at home, and 
the other a reassuring statement by Rouvier, 
which was followed by a rapid recovery in 
Russian securities. This gave a fillip to all 
the other departments, and in London the 
improvement has been accentuated by abun- 
dance and cheapness of money.
